Tho said corporation shall hav< 
power and authority to acquire and hold real 
iin-1 pers mal estate, not exceeding twenty-five 
thousand dollars in value, and from time to 
time, if deemed expedient, sell and convey tho 
same, or any part thereof, and to reinvest and 
dispose of the proceeds.

This insti- 
tution became, before I left it, the largest 
and most successful Seminary for young 
l owned and managed by one person, 
country. I sat down to dinner every 
day with a family of two hundred persons. 
The remarkable results ol this muscle train- 
ing among girls, were given in my paper 
ouollthed in the North American Review ol 
December, 1882. 

Besides. I established the Normal Insti 
tute for Physical Training in Boston, and 
for ten years was its President and Manager. 
Dr. Walter Channing, Dr. Thomas lloskius, 
Professor Leonard, and others were among 
its teachers, and more than four hundred 
persons took its diploma and went out into 
all parts of the land to teach the new school 
of gymnastics. And now the years left to 
| me I propose to devote to t"
